Texas Again Leads 


W hile we hear more or less of business bein? quiet 
and reporis of unemployment from various sections of the 
country are of a more or less alarming nature, a study of 
business conditions in Texas, as compared with those ob­ 
taining in other sections, shows that business condition in 
Texas are better than in any other section and that the 
state is living up to the record in this respect maintained 
for a number of years. 
This information is contained in the latest quarterly 
map of business conditions issued by the United States 
Chamber ,of Commerce. 
This map shows that only in 
Texas and Oklahoma are found those white areas that des­ 
ignate business as “ good.” 
Texas, as has been the case 
since the maps first were issued, with three areas showing 
in white. 
Two of these are in West Texas and the third 
is in the Brownsville area. 
The remainder of the state is 
shaded, this signifying that business is proceeding at a 
normal rate. 
Texas leads in four basic industries. 
These are oil, 
cotton, grain and cattle, and so long as this position is main­ 
tained, there can be no question of the basic soundness of 
business conditions in the state or of its economic future 
and development. 
With improvements coming in certain 
lines, such as crop diversification and the development of 
dairying, this future should be regarded as more secure. 
We may feel, sometimes, that we are badly off but when 
we compare conditions here with those elsewhere we 
should congratulate ourselves that we are of Texas rather 
than of some other section and proceed to make condi­ 
tions better than they are.

organizations as the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce are making efforts to clear up this situation. 
The state highway department, which has just ar­ 
ranged to patrol the state highways of Texas, can do noth­ 
ing that will be of more value to the citizens generally or 
that will be of more value to the citizens generally or that 
will redound more to the credit of the commission than to 
inaugurate anti pursue a campaign against road “ hogs” 
and reckless driving that will make the roads safe for the 
great majority of motorists who only seek to make their 
way peaceably and with a minimum of danger from one 
point to another.

Regents of the University of Texas and directors of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College have reached an 
agreement on the oil money. 
Generously, or perhaps be­ 
cause tiiey saw they would eventually have to, the regents 
have consented to share With A. and M. the great good 
fortune which came to the university when oil wa? discov­ 
ered on its West Texas lands. 
Until 1934, A. and M. is to get .$150,000 a year of 
the income from the university’s permanent fund. 
After 
that, the university will get two-thirds and A. and M. one- 
third. 
The permanent fund, or rather the larger portion 
of it which is covered by the agrement, comes from oil 
leases and royalties. 
It now amounts to $14,500,000. 
W e speak of the university’s land and the university’s 
permanent fund. 
So did everybody else until the big 
strike in Reagan County transformed the university from 
a land-poor squatter into an oil magnate. 
Then it was re­ 
membered that the state constitution makes the university 
and A. and M. parts of the same institution. 
When the 
constitution was adopted in 1876 it provided that “ the Ag 
ricultural and Mechanical College of Texas, established by 
an act of the legislature, passed April 17, 1871, located in 
the county of Brazos, is hereby made and constituted 
branch of the University of Texas, for instruction in agri­ 
culture, the mechanic arts, and the natural sciences con 
nected therewith.” 
The same article also set aside certain 
lands as a permanent endowment. 
But A. and M., established first and grown great in its 
own right, has pointedly ignored the relationship. 
It did 
not want to be known as a branch of anything— not unti 
oil was discovered on “ our” land. 
Even then A. and M. 
wanted it understood that the parent and child relation­ 
ship was purely fiscal. 
Some champions of the university, recognizing the 
constitutional validity of A. and M.’s claim, have wanted to 
extract some formal acknowledgement of its subordina­ 
tion in return for the material fruits of that relationship 
In the ratifying act drawn up for adoption by the legisla­ 
ture, however, the Aggies are spared this painful admis- 
sio.». 
The document merely stipulates how the income 
shall be divided and makes no reference to A. and M. as a 
“ branch” of the university. 
The agreement will have to be ratified by the legisla­ 
ture before it becomes effective. 
No doubt it will be, for 
it has sometimes appeared that A. and M .’s friends were 
more numerous in the legislature than the university’s. 
Texas exes may not like it, but they will have to make the 
best ot it. 
Indeed, it is easy to understand how partisan­ 
ship can invest the arrangement with a certain element of 
unfairness. 
For years the legislature macle fairly gener­ 
ous appropriations for new buildings at A. and M .; a thing 
the constitution forbids it to do for the university. 
The 
latter has had to depend for new buildings upon the income 
from its lands, which accumulated very slowly when the 
only income came from grazing leases. 
Since oil was discovered, a fine start has been made 
toward providing the university with the buildings it needs. 
This building program will be somewhat curtailed by the 
necessity of dividing the income with A. and M. 
But there 
is reassurance in the thought that the permanent fund will 
ultimately be ample tor the needs of both institutions. 
Each is invaluable in its own sphere, and Texas desires 
that both shall grow and prosper.— Galveston News.

Making Highways Safe 


Action by the city commissioners of Bryan Monday 
night in adopting resolutions of regret because of the res­ 
ignation of City Manager J. Bryan Miller and of apprecia­ 
tion for the high quality of his service in that position, 
served to call attention to the fact that his term of service 
in Bryan is almost complete— that he soon will be leaving 
this field for another, which he hopes offers greater op­ 
portunity for service. 
Mr. Miller has served the city of Bryan for approxi­ 
mately five and one half years. 
During that time marked 
progress has been made along certain lines. 
The tax rate 
has been reduced from $1.85 to $1.70; the fire insurance 
key rate has been reduced,from 44 to 19 cents; many miles 
of street paving have been laid; electric, sewer and water 
service has been materially extended and improved; fire 
protection has been made better; a city and school build­ 
ing. program has been completed, and the operation of 
the public utilities has been greatly improved. 
Many 
other projects of minor importance have been planned and 
carried out. 
The net result of this program is that while the resi­ 
dents of Bryan have been getting first class service at rea­ 
sonable costs, when compared with those obtaining else­ 
where, the city has been earning a name for progressive­ 
ness and prosperity and in one particular field, that of 
municipal ownership, is regarded as one of the outstanding 
and successful examples in this country. 
The developments and betterments that have been re­ 
corded in Bryan during Mr. M iller’s regime may not all be 
credited to him. 
He has been the executive, carrying out 
the policies of the city commissioners. 
But it is only fair 
to state that Mr. Miller has been an executive of vision; 
that he has foreseen and planned for the future and that 
his recommendations, from year to year, have been factors 
in determining the policies of the city commission.

ed 395 in Oklahoma, the rate being 
32.9 against 1,037, or 5 4.6
